GIBOXA, Nov. IS.—Gen. MicArthur 


catered Get-on s, as already cabled this 
evening. The insurgents had fled last 
Monday, after burning the 
depot 


Nothing else was destroyed by them. 
Gerona is the 2r&t town along' the 
Hanila-Dagupan railway line .where 
'the satires did sot run at the approach 
of the Americans. 


The padre* offered quarters in the 


church and convent. The town has 
one good house. Gerona is the seat of 
'heavy Eag-lish sugar interests. 


The trip here was a hard one, and 


occupied six hours in covering seven 
miles and a half, most of the time be- 
ing spent in fording a quarter of a 
mile flood running but of the Rio Tar- 
-lac. We have no wag-oas, and pack 
.tattles and native bearers carry all our 
•UDDliet. 


The natives here say that Bayom- 


fbong was captured last Sunday by 
mounted troops, probably Gen. Young's 
brigade of Gen. Lawton's division. 
The people here are of a better class 
than we have usually found, and they 
welcomed the Americans, as they evi- 
dently realize that their agricultural 
-interests will revive.

The entire 
educational system of the Indian of- 
fice, he says, is predicated upon the 
final abolishment of the anamalous 
Indian reservation system. 


There are now 20,533 "boy* end girls 


in attendance in the various Indian 
schools of an enrollment of over 20,000. 


The Indian population from which 


these arc taken, being 181.000, while 
the population has remained station- 
ary there has been such a steaflv in- 
crease in the number of the Indians 
being educated as to warrant the opin- 
ion that the next quarter century will 
witness, not a diminution of the In- 
dian population, but an extinguish- 
ment of Indian tribes, 


One discouraging factor however, is 


disclosed by the unsatisfactory results 
of the past nine years'trial of co-edn- 
cation of th» Indians with the whites 
in the public schools. The report says 
the results of this co-education are not 
commensurate with the expenditure; 
that the idea theoretically is an ad- 
mirable expedient for breaking down 
prejudices and civilizing the Indian 
but the figures »how it is not an un- 
qualified success.

One of the great centers of trade Sa 


Manila is tfee Tondo market. 
It is lo- 


cated in the center of a district which 
was known as the bed of the rebel- 
lion, but it escaped the fire that spread 
havoc and devastation to that, section 
of the city last February. Far an ay, 
«iown one of the streets, can be seen 
the tower of the Tondo church, and 
sometimes in, the gathering quiet of 
evening eon be heard the bells from 
{hat edifice. At th4s market the women 
assemble from neighboring districts, 
and at their stalls all the fruits and 
fish of the island may be found. The 
tvoinen squat in rows behind their bas- 
kets haggling- with the native women 
aud the Chinamen who come to buy 
the dav's supplies. At times, between 
ttaues, the women count the monej- 
they keep In the little red bos.es which 
in times of need serve them for seats. 
Here, too, a blind old beggar drones 
all day for his centavos. 


The women sell bananas, and in the 


season mangos, guavas, custard ap- 
plea, Filipino tomatoes, the fruit of 
the tgg plant, cucumbers and oaions 
_Uai »re strong and small. From some 
2<nuB»e they get the mang-osteen. There 
arc fish of all descriptions, from the 
fine fellows caught in the baj to the 
little specimens that meet their fate 
in the rice fields. There are meat 
stalls also, but these are dignified with 
a shed. 


Behind the market are the eating 


booths. Lunches are served hot and 
steaming — lunches of fish and fruit, 
taeat aud bread. They are sold for a 
sum equivalent to five cents in our 
money. Women stand behind the tables 
all ready to dish out the luxuries of 
the season, including- a clean-looking 
salad or a deviled crab. Here the mar- 
ket women eat and gossip and smoke

Captain Libbey Recalls His Experiences 
M 


As Hangman for Thirty-Eight 


Indians in Minnesota. 


HERTS resides in St. Cloud, Minn., 


I j 
a man, now 74 years old, who 
" more than a third of a century 


•go officiated at one of the largest 
legal executions this country has ever 
known.- It is Capt. Asa Libbej, and 
in December of 1802, when a captain in 
the volunteer army of the 
United 


States, he acted as hangman for 38 
Sioux Indians at Mankato, Minn. 


This wholesale hanging of Indians 


was the climax to the Indian war of 
18G2, 
in which so many women and 


children of the scattered settlements 
of Minnesota v\ere massacred by the 
Sioux. Capt. Libbey tells the story of 
that historic daj and of his connection 
with it as follows: 


"In the first place," said the 'aged 


soldier. "I have mighty little sympathy 
for the Indians, for my experience in 
living among them for 45 3"ears, a wit- 
ness of their fiendish d-eviltry and the 
horror and atrocity of their methods 
of warfare, leaves mighty little room 
for sentiment. 


"I bad organized a corapanj 
for 


service in the civil v,ar—company 1, of 
the Seventh Minnesota, infantry—of 
which I was captain. Just before the 
outbreak the company v>a& at Chip- 
pewa agency en route for St. Paul 
to be mustered into the service of the 
United States. 


"On orders from Col. H. H. Sibley, 


then in command of the 
Minnesota 


forces, my company proceeded to Man- 
kato, to assist in and do gti.ird duty 


mind that he was a fellow without any 
nerve, aiiQ 1 had my doubts whether 
he would be able to perform this duty 
when the final act had to be accom- 
plished. 
Among other arrangements 


made by the commander to have every- 
thing pasi off smoothly, it «as under- 
stood that the rope was to be cut at 
the beat of a bats drum. I looked at 
Hewlett, before giving the signal \\hich 
was to notif\ the drummer that every- 
thing was rtady, and said to him: 'Get 
read} there, mj man,' and he turned 
upon me a face as gray as ashes and 
his knees knocked together with an 
audible sound. 
He stood just under 


one corner of the scaffold, with uplift- 
ed ax; I waved my hand as » signal 
that all was ready, the drum beat and 
Hewlett, in his desperation, drove the 
ax into the post to the pqle. missing 
the rope fully four inches. The slight- 
est touch with the sharp edge of the 
ax on the rope draivn so taut around 
this post, which was the sole support 
of the traps, and the great weight of 3S 
big men, was sufficient to part it and 
drop the traps. Instantly seeing Hew- 
lett's condition, I ripped out an oath, 
which so frightened him that he drew 
the ax from the post, and in doing so 
accidentally touched the rope with its 
edge, which severed it, and the redskins 
had paid the penalty of their crime. 
So the rope was cut and the 
traps*

"The execution was eminenth suc- 


cessful, as only one of the ropes broke.

And there were in the procession 
200 lions and tigers and -beasts of ir.aijy 
lands and 1,600 gladiators excused from 
the cruel amphitheater that they might 
decorate the day, and Persian and Arab- 
:nn and Ethiopian embsissadors were in 
the procession and the long lines of cap- 
tives.' Egyptians, Syrians, Gauls, Goths 
and Vandals. 


It was to such scenes that the New 


Testament refers when it spoke of 
.Christ "having despoiled principalities 
and powers. He made a show of them, 
openly triumphing." But, oh, the dif- 
ference jo those triutnphs! . The Ro- 
man triumph represented arrogance, 
crueltj', oppression and wrong, but 
Christ's triumph meant emancipation 
and holiness and joy. The former was 
n. procession of groans accompanied "by 
a clank of chains, the other a proces- 
sion of hosannas by millions set for- 
ever free. The only shackled ones of 
Christ's triumph will.be Satan and his 
cohorts tied to our Lord's chariotwheel, 
with all the abominations" of all the 
earth bound for an eternal captivity. 
Then will come a feast in which the 
chalices will be filled "with the new 
wine of the kingdom."

places, but never before systematical- 
ly under direction of a city 
school 


board, as a regular part of the educa- 
tional work. 
The establishment 
of 


anthropometry as a part of the school 
system is due to the efforts of a mem- 
ber of the board, of education, Dr. W. 
S. Christopher, who is a specialist, in 
children's diseases. The tests are not 
for a moment to be considered as a 
medical examination, although when 
any marked symptoms of disease are 
found in a child the parents are ad- 
vised to consult their family physician; 


The lungs are tested by a spiroirieter, 


no child being allowed to place in his 
mouth the glass tube used by his pred- 
ecessor. As soon as used a tube is re- 
moved and a fresh one substituted. 
The larger the lung- capacity the great- 
er the ability to endure sustained men- 
tal effort. 
The eyes are examined by 


methods closely resembling- those em- 
ployed by -ordinary opticians. In one 
instance Mr. Smedley called attention 
to a slight puffmess under the eyes of 
a little girl otherwise very healthy. 
This, he said, was caused;hy a relaxed 
eye muscle and often induced severe 
headaches. These eyes were in a, very 
suspicions condition and demanded the 
care of a first-class oculist. Another 
child presented a marked case of my- 
opia, bat while the general health con- 
tinued robust this would cause no great 
trouble. She was told to ask her teach- 
er for a front seat in school. 


An audiometer, :a, new instrument, 


the first of its kind ever manufactured, 
tests the hearing. It is operated by a 
small battery connected by a rubber 
tube to an ear-piece.

weaker ones, while good exercise for 
the latter would scarcely benefit the 
former. 
These investigations must 


proceed slowly and along somewhat 
narrow lines at first. Here is an almost 
unexplored field and those conducting 
jthc -.vork must make their own data 
•as they proceed. When the people'ul 
large come to an understanding of 
•what is being accomplished great sym- 
pathy and help will be given to the 
movement,' The results obtained in 
the Chicago public schools will prove 
invaluable to educational institutions 
all o~er tbc country, and H would seem 
a natural consequence that before long 
men skilled in this -work will be em- 
ployed in every county, passing front 
school to school making- tests, which
